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‘Terrific’ response in charity 
Aid flows from diocese 
to Tijuana flood victims

One week after an appeal by the bishop 
of Tijuana, the victims of the storm- 
ravaged border city have been flooded 
again, this time with aid from the San 
Diego diocese. 


Thousands of Tijuana residents were 
left homeless in the wake of violent 
rainstorms that caused flooding and 
mudslides in Southern California and Baja 
Mexico. 


LAST THURSDAY Bishop Juan Jesus 
Posadas of Tijuana asked Bishop Leo T. 
Maher for assistance for residents. of his 
beleagured diocese, according to Father 
John Quinn, director of Catholic Commun- 
ity Services (CCS). 


Bishop Maher asked Father Quinn to 
collect and dispatch as soon as possible 
food, clothing and blankets. 


“In 24 hours we had filled two trucks 
sent from the Tijuana diocese and one 
from our diocesan St. Vincent de Paul 
Society (SVP),” said Father Quinn. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Bishop Maher 
contacted Catholic Relief Services in New 


__ York, the U.S. bishops’ agency which aids 
Hf disaster. victims in foreign countries. _ ; 


Bishop Edwin Broderick, executive 


director of CRS, said he would send 
$10,000 for Bishop Posadas to use as 
needed. 


A special account has been set up for 
this and other donations by individuals, 
parishes and organizations, said Father 
Quinn. Cash donations should be 
made to CCS, 349 Cedar St., San Diego, 
92101; phone: 235-6481. 


LAST FRIDAY Father Quinn sent a 
message to pastors in San Diego county to 
appeal for aid through their parish schools 
and to their parishioners at Sunday 
-masses. 


“The response has been terrific,” said 


Father Quinn. The sidewalks outside the 
CCS offices in downtown San Diego were 
covered with boxes of food and clothing. 


He cited St. John the Evangelist parish, 
San Diego, which donated $800 cash and 


a truckload of food. Some parishes took _ 


aid directly to Tijuana, he added. 


FATHER QUINN also told of a little girl, 
Bernice Holguin, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Holguin of Good Shepherd parish, 
Mira Mesa, who brought in a cardboard 
pe bank containing her entire savings 
of $5. 


The CCS director said beans, rice, 
powdered milk and blankets are still 
needed, but these materials should be 
taken to the SVP warehouse, corner of 
16th and Commercial! streets, downtown 
San Diego. 


On Monday, March 6,.four more truck- 
loads were dispatched in SVP trucks and 
two more were expected to be sent on 
Tuesday. 


THE RELIEF AID from the diocese is 
being sent to Sacred Heart parish in 
Tijuana and the diocesan seminary there. 
From there it is being distributed to 12 
shelters. set up in public schools. 


“Kitchens” have been installed in the’ 


school shelters to prepare meals for the 
flood victims, said Elvia Calderon, Bishop 
Maher's clerical secretary and his liaison 
with the Tijuana diocese in the aid appeal. 


She said seminarians from the Tijuana 
diocese are assisting the people in the 
shelters. 


FATHER QUINN said parishes, CRS, 
SVP, the diocesan Missions. Office and 
area Navy chaplains are pulling together 
in this cause. 


“This is an excellent example,” he said, 
“of one Christian community helping 
another through the leadership of their 
bishops.”

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Majority now a minority in 
Los Angeles Catholic schools 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—Ethnic minority 
childern account for 54.29 percent of the 
enrollment in Los Angeles archdiocesan 
Catholic elementary schools according 
to a census released by the archdiocese’s 
education department. 

Of 76,777 children who attend the 
schools, 35,049 are non-Hispanic whites; 
41,683 are black, Oriental, Indian or 
Hispanic. 


HISPANICS constitute 39.56 percent of 
the student population, numbering 
30,378. : 


The 8,284 blacks represent 10.78 
percent of the schools’ enrollment, while 
the 2,858 Asians account for 3.72 
percent. Indians number 163, or .21 
percent. 


Non-Catholic students in parish ele- 
mentary schools total 4,444, or 5.8 
percent. 


AVERAGE CLASS size is 36 students in 
2,160 ce eae: 


The education department census 
revealed there are 2,575 teachers and 
administrators in the system, including 
849 nuns, 1,487 laywomen, 237 laymen, 
one Brother and one priest. 


The non-Hispanic white population of 
both Los Angeles county and city has 
slipped below the 50 percent mark also. 


ACCORDING to a city analysis of U.S. 
Census Bureau information from 1950, 
1960 and 1970, non-Hispanic whites, who 
constituted 80 percent of the area’s 
population in 1950, will have slipped to 
44.4 percent by 1980. 


By then, Hispanics, who were only 6.9 
percent of the 1950 county population, 
will have become 28.8 percent of the 
county population. 


The black growth rate is slower than the 
Hispanic. City estimates put the 1980 
black percentage of the population at 21.5 
percent. 


The current county population is seven 
million. City population is 2.8 million.

Mary Magdalene church, 
San Diego, last Sunday 
evening, as the gospel story 
of Jesus healing the blind 
man was acted out using a 
script for four speakers.

IN HIS homily, Father 
Krouse said the gospel 
story of Jesus healing the 
blind man is about spiritual 
blindness as well, signified 
by the disbelieving Phari- 
sees. 


“You and | have been 
washed in something better 
then the water of Siloam. 


500 couples expected 


We have been washed in 
the waters of baptism. From 
this we have been given the 
grace to look at life from 
God’s point of view.” 


It is by this grace that the 
faithful are able to see 
Jesus Christ physically 
manifested on the altar and 
“sing with our whole heart 
and soul” the Great Amen, 
the priest said. 


“IF NOT we're spiritually 
blind,’”’ and need to call 
upon the power of faith to 
see with God's vision. 

A brochure announcing 
the model liturgy series, 
which began in a parish 
setting at St. Mary Mag- 
dalene on Jan. 15, quotes a 
verse from Dostoyevsky’s

A time to keep

The deacons are coming, the deacons are coming 


As one of the pioneer dioceses in the restored 
permanent deacon programs in the United States, 
it was significant that the national convention of 
diaconate program directors met here last week to 
see where this ministry and apostolate is heading 
as-it enters its tenth year. Probably never before in 
the long history of the church has an ordained 
ministry “exploded” as has the permanent 
diaconate in the United states. There are now more 
than 2,300 ordained men and 2,600 in formation 
programs. Ten years from now it is possible we may 
have as many as 10,000 or 15,000 deacons, when 
the number of ‘priests might be down to about 
50,000, from the present total of 58,000. 


The first deacons were seven, we know, 
appointed by the apostles as men of service. And 
St. Stephen, the first martyr, was the first of the 
seven. St. Francis of Assisi and Pope St. Leo the 
Great were also deacons. So there is a great 
heritage in the diaconate to inspire those of us 
ordained into this ministry. And Bishop Maher was 
kind enough to say to the convention delagates last 


week that the deacons “have brought a witness of : 


holiness to our midst that was not there before.” He 
spoke of their opportunity to. “proclaim the 
loveliness of witness.” 


Is it dee or die? 


There seems to be no accepted way to pronounce 
“diaconate” and at the meeting last week we heard 


both the dee and the die preceding the “aconate”. © 


Purists would vote for the short dee sound nearest 
to the original “diakonia” from which the present 
word derives, meaning service, 


As one speaker. pointed out to the convention, the 
diaconal ministry in the United States is unique 
because the deacons have such a close link with 


the local parish. They come from the parish, are ~ 


trained for the parish and normally are attached as 
ordained ministers to the parish after the formation 
period. This is quite different from priests, who are 
plucked from their home parish, trained some- 
where else for about eight years, often far from 
home, and eventually are sent to a parish, or series 
of parishes, as strangers in the midst of each new 
community. This was described as “the remote- 
ness of the present clerical Syste i: ~ 
The new catchword 
As Enid Lanyon pointed out last week, the latest 
word to be used to the extent of overkill is 
“ministry”. Father James Coriden, academic dean 
of Washington Theological Union, spoke. to the 


directors of diaconate programs on this topic. But — 


he admitted that the use of the word has got out of 
hand. “Ministry has meaning,” he said, “despite the 
fact that it is being used generically. For some 
reason, everyone wants to put this label on 


whatever they are doing, whether they are working’ 


in a bank, driving a bus or whatever. The term is 
almost an ‘endangered species’ ”, he quipped. 


In a somewhat strongly worded reflective look at 
past church history, Father Coriden said: “Perhaps 
the greatest crime perpetuated by ministry on the 


people of God was their passification— —making 
them passive—by the ministers.” 


He spoke of the “criminal lethargization” of the 


laity, and that eventually just about every 
ministerial function was relegated to the pastor, 
who then became, literally a “factotem’”, one who 
does everything. He said this led to atrophy among 
the remainder of the people, and that it particularly 
showed and applied in liturgy, where everything 
was eventualy done by the priest. By this time, too, 
the priest had all the minor and major orders 
bestowed on him, so that he alone was lector, 
acolyte, subdeacon, deacon and priest. 


“There is now a happy trend of decentralization,” 
said Father Coriden, noting that the diaconate is 
one important part of this process. And he spoke of 
ordination as “more than a conferral of special 
powers” but of recognition of talents already 
existing and donated, particularly in the case of 
permanent deacons. 


Prayerful definition 


Father Dan Danielson, of Oakland diocese, gavea 
most dynamic presentation on spirituality and 
prayer at the convention. He particularly pointed to 
the need for ‘listening’ prayer—when we keep quiet 
and let God in, or, as he put it, “wasting time with my 
friend who is God.” He asked whether “ministerial 
people” can. be silent for 10 minutes “without 
having a twitch?” And he spoke vigorously against 
the “heresy” as he called it, of the oft-heard phrase 
“my work is my prayer.” 


His succinct suggestion that we allow God to take 
the initiative in our lives was phrased thus: “How 
much do | get out of the way and allow God to 
operate in my life—that’s the secret of holiness.” 


He was humorously derisory of the constant 
smile affected by some, when he said, “Some 
people seem to think that unless you've got a silly 
grin on your face constantly you're nota Christian.” 


Marxisms of today

We were talking...about the 
importance of being “present” to one 
another and-~ available to other 
people’s needs—and how appallingly 
inadequate so many of us feel at such 
times. 


Being present to another's need isa 
great deal more than merely listening 
to what they may say, or wracking 
one’s brains for solutions. It is a great 
deal more, too, than the determ- 
ination or anxiety to prove oneself as 
counselor or friend. 


BEING PRESENT to another, | 
believe, is the effort to move out from 
oneself and enter into the mind and 
heart of the other person. To feel with 
him and respond somehow to a fear or 
hurt that may never be fully expressed 
or even fully defined. 


We do not always need to under- 
stand completely or even to see 
clearly what lies ahead. Mainly, we 
need to care, to be compassionate. All 
too often a self-conscious attempt to 
“play the counselor’ results in dissa- 
tisfaction and unease on both sides. 


It is frustrating to find our confi-— 


dences met with intense efforts at

ready solutions or uneasy blankness, 
orevena helpess “| don’t knowwhatto 
tell you.’ 


MOST OF THE time we are not 
seeking solutions or instructions, but 
release from some oppression—an 
opportunity to share a problem or find 
reassurance. If the other is anxiously 
searching for answers, his indecision 
communicates itself to us and adds to 
our unease... 


In any case, the solutions are often 
beyond our capabilities. Empathy is 
not. But empathy is not a quality that 
can be affected. If we do not feel it, we 
do not communicate it. And we 
cannot feel it if we are preoccupied 
with our own role—our own effective- 
ness. 


A woman recounted a painful 
situation in which she was confronted 
by the demand to reassure someone 
who had betrayed her fidelity and 
loyalty in a public and humiliating 
way. 

“| was,” she said, “conscious of no 
warmth towards the person at all. But 
through the coldness, | could not 
escape the awareness of this desper- 


ate plea for acceptance and forgive- 


ness, and | could not turn away.” 


HER INADEQUACY found expres- 
sion ina brief, intense prayer. “Dear 
God, let me be what you need me to be 
to this person.” And almost imme- 
diately she found herself swamped by 
profound compassion and a sense of 
total forgiveness. So total a forgive- 
ness, in fact that the injury ceased to 
exist for her. 


Several similar experiences direct- 
ed her to stronger and stronger 
reliance on this kind of prayer and 
self-abandonment. “Now,” she said, 
“when | am faced with any kind of 
personal demand or confrontation, | 
throw out that lifeline—let me be what 
you need me to be to this person, at 
this time. Then | relax—and wait.” 


The calmness and patience this 
attitude evoked in her had its effect on 
those who came in contact with her, 
so that, without knowing why, they 
were in turn eased and quieted and 
rendered more able to handle their 
problems. 


AS ALWAYS, human relationships 


reflect the interaction between God 


occupation. 


and man. When we turn to God in our 


_trials, he is always present to us, 


waiting with unending compassion, 
unreasonable forgiveness and ac- 
ceptance. And we are eased and 
helped without really knowing why. 


But we must first turn to him—and 


be present also to him with our fears 


and inadequacies, as he trusts us with 
his love and faithfulness. And this in 


_ notas simple as it seems. There is an 


element of masochism, of self- 
destruction, in the human psyche, 
which turns us in upon ourselves and 
seeks the company of others like us. 


We may become unreasonably 
reluctant to relinquish our troubles 
and cling to them like some kind of 
addiction. It is.like stepping onto a 
carousel which will lead us in endless 
circles without progress.or direction. 


BEFORE ANYONE—even God— 
may be present to us, there must be 
our own willingness’to be open and 
trusting to them, and to release our 
defenses. And before we may be 
present to another, we must meet the 
need to empty ourselves and release 
our own defenses and self-pre-

He sounds warnings 
for modern scientists 


By William Ryan 


“Time was,” writes moralist Hans Jonas, 
“when science was a sacred cow. But no 
more. If science was once able to claim 
complete immunity from any kind of restraint, 
that’s because, in the old days, theory was 
often separate from action. But today there is 
hardly such a thing as ‘pure knowledge’— 
since every finding has its practical,- and 
sometimes deadly, application.” 


A case in point, according to Jonas, is 
biomedical research. “No scientific-techno- 
logical alliance is so rife with moral problems 
(blatant abuses discounted) as that of the life 
sciences, from the conduct of research all the 
way down to the last decisions on uses.” 


HANS JONAS is a Jewish moral phil- 
osopher and theologian whose writings tend 
to strike a resonant tone in the minds of 
persons nourished in the Catholic moral 
tradition. Born in Monchengladbach, Ger- 
many, in 1903, he attended the Universities of 
Freiburg, Berlin, Heidelberg, and Marburg 
(where his dissertation committee was 
composed of Martin Heidegger and Rudolf 
Bultmann), and from which he was graduated 


“summa cum laude with a doctorate in 


philosophy in 1928. 


Jonas left Germany in 1933 and lived in 
Palestine and Israel: beginning in 1935. He 
volunteered to serve with the British army in 
the fight against Hitler, from 1940 to 1948. At 
the age of 45, he joined the struggle for Israel’s 
independence. 


Since then he has written scores of articles 
and books and he has taught at Hebrew 
University, Jerusalem; Princeton University; 
Columbia University; Union Theological 
Seminary; and Harvard. He is currently on 
the Graduate Faculty of Political and Social 
Sciences at the New School for Social 
Research in New York. 


JONAS BELIEVES that the great moral 


issues of the present day can be expressed _ 


under the general heading of “the ethical 
challenges posed by the whole technological 
dynamic, challenges which present a very 
serious danger to the conditions of. life for 
future generations.” 


And the great duty of meal theologians, he 
says, is “to protect the future in a long-term 
sense by awakening in people a sense of 
responsibility for the future ona global scale.”

Journey into light 


How far can we 
morally go in science?

A modern poet, Christopher Fry, with a 
look at our age, wrote: 


“Dark and cold we may be, but this 
is no Winter now. 
The frozen misery 
of centuries breaks, cracks, begins to move; 
the thunder is the thunder of the floes, 
the thaw, the flood, the upstart Spring, 
Thank God our time is now when wrong 
comes up to face us everywhere, 
never to leave us till we take 
the longest stride of soul that men ever took. 
Affairs are now soul size, 
the enterprise is exploration into God.” 


Before I wrote this article I spent a few 
hours in the Smithsonian National Air and 
Space Museum. I needed to walk in the 
presence of so many of the longest strides of 
soul that American men and women in 
science have taken—space flights to the 
moon, daring airplane flights. 


AND, OF COURSE, herein Washington, 
as elsewhere, one knows the evidences of so 
many other sciences. Science and techno- 
logy, indeed, have made awesome advances 
throughout the world. 


Some fear the control of technology. 
Techne—the world dominated by production 
skills and scientific advances—can indeed 
control us. Writers Jacques Ellul and Lewis 
Mumford claim that it already does. 


We have all heard the old arguments 
between science and religion. Remarks such 
as “Religion is against all scientific advance” 
and “Technology is going to control us” are 
undoubtedly simplistic. But the question 
that kept running through my mind as I 
walked about the Smithsonian was: How can 
anyone say anything in this area which is not 
simplistic? 


PERHAPS, AS long as we know that it will 
take years of dialogue and study to have 
considered and concrete judgments made 
between technologists and theologians, we 
will be in better shape. This may sound like 
heady theory until we stand in line for an hour 
or two at a university registration waiting for 


x 


our number to appear on the overhead 
computer screen. 


We feel powerless. But then we can feel 
powerless in the church as well. The church 
moves forward. Technology moves forward. 
These are two of the most important forces in 
the world; and they require delicacy, 
sensitivity, and intelligence. 


A big question of our age is not, interest- 
ingly enough: “Who has the final power over 
men and women in this world?” A big 
question is: “How do we live out our humanity 
in the midst of power forces which pect seek 
to engulf us?” 


VATICAN COUNCIL II was most 
sensitive to this issue in its document, The 
Church in the Modern World. Churches and 
synagogues have been active, like scientists 
and technicians, to assure that techne 
remains an extension of man’s creative ability 
and not vice versa. 


They repeat again and again questions 
such as: Should we do everything that we can 
do? We can do advanced genetic experi- 
mentation—should we? We did disease 
experimentation on humans during World 
War IIl—we see now that we should not have. 


Bernard Lonergan, the great Roman 
Catholic theologian, has called for specializa- 
tion in theological work which relates to all the 


sciences. Catholics need to find sufficient. ~ 


respect for the dialogical aspects of the 
relationship between theology and science. 

WE DO NOT always find a sufficient 
critical attitude towards science. Some 
research projects are more elaborate and 
sophisticated than others. The theologians in 
the dialogue with science must be careful to 
maintain a nuanced and critical attitude 
towards the relative merits of the studies\ 
offered by sciences. 


Truly “affairs are now soul size.” That 
could be viewed as a statement of cautious 
foreboding. That was not the intent of the 
poet. His ‘expression was one of hope. 
Elsewhere he called for creative imagination 
as necessary and asked for a kind of 
fantasizing on scientific progress to ask 
ourselves again and again how we might make 
this world better for millions. 


A dramatic example of such challenge, and 
resulting dilemma, says Jonas, has come with 
the identification by scientists of DNA 


(deoxyribonucleic acid) as the chemical basis ° 


of heredity. Advances in molecular biology 
now permit the joining of portions of DNA 
molecules from different species into “DNA 
recombinants,” which are then inserted into 
bacterial cells. 


WHILE THE technique will facilitate 
increased knowledge of basic biological 
processes, scientists themselves have 
stressed the need for caution since the 
technology has the potential to modify all 
forms of life. 


“Tt is obvious,” Jonas says, “that here moral 
and legal issues arise in the inner workings of 
science—issues that cross through its 
territorial barriers and present themselves 
before the general court of ethics and 
law....Experiments are not necessarily 
innocent because they promote knowledge. 


“The stakes being what they are, the public 
interest clearly impels public control of this 
hazardous field,” Jonas writes, “and the only 
coercive instrument of control, imperfect 
though it be, is the law. 


“THE ‘SCIENTIFIC community,’ in spite 
of its hitherto blameless credentials, is not the 
kind of body that can vouch for its members 
or wield effective sanctions against tres- 
passers,” he says. “Not counting simple 


sloppiness, the temptations to recklessness. . 


are great. The race for breakthroughs is on, 


~Nobel prizes beckon, not to speak of material } 


rewards, and he who cuts corners may come 
in first.” 


Jonas’ observations on the controversy 
surrounding recombinant DNA research call 
to mind a statement made last May by the 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee for Human 
Values, which said such research “should not 
be viewed solely from the perspective of a 
risk-benefit calculus,” since framing the issue 
in these terms alone risks obscuring the other 
values at stake.” 


Warning against a utilitarian ethic which 
would pursue research at the expense of 
other fundamental values, the bishops’ 
committee also declined to adopt “the other 
extreme which would ban all recombinant 
DNA research as inherently too risky.” 


THE BISHOPS called for widespread 
public participation in the DNA discussion 
saying that “the responsibility to be informed 
is especially critical for those in teaching and 
pastoral roles.” 


An admirer of the Catholic moral tradition, 
Jonas says, “Much of the Catholic ethic, as 
expressed in Aquinas, for example, has its 
basis in the order of nature, which appeals 
very much to me as a Jew.” 


He believes that Catholic theologians have 
been more successful than others in pre- 
serving the strengths of the common Judaeo- 
Christian heritage. “The fact that Catholic 
thinking holds on to its traditions, modifying 
only with great caution, while others rush 
headlong into the modern age, is a heal 
thing,” he says. ; 


Copernicus and Descartes 


The sorry spectacle of © 


conflict within the church

One of the sorrier spectacles of Christ- 
ian history was the headlong conflict between 
a church, which had tamed barbarians, 
preserved classical learning and founded 
universities, and the scientific community 
that burgeoned during the Renaissance, and 
flourished in the Enlightenment. 


Why did the church, which had often 
enough stirred and kept pace with human 
learning, now fall out of step and enter what 
was to be known as a “state of. siege?” 
Perhaps weariness was one reason. 


IN THE COURSE of two centuries the 
church fought to survive the ravages of the 
Black Death, its consequent effect-on church 
discipline and behavior, the shocks of the 
Reformation, the diffusion of energies poured 


into the Council of Trent and the Counter-” 


Reformation and the dispersal of thousands 
of its talented personnel into worldwide 
missionary endeavors. 


Few organizations could sustain well so 
many and diverse demands upon inner 
energy and creativity. Having weathered 
so many storms and produced inner disci- 
pline and outer expansion at so great a cost, 
the church may simply have staved off the 
new learning out of sheer fatigue. 


A second reason behind this was that while 
the church was battling to regain its balance, a 
new cordon of scientists and mathematicians 
emerged. They toiled away at experiments 
and forms of thought all aside from the 
Protestant-Catholic battles raging over their 
heads and outside their studies and labs. 


THEY CAME to their conclusions without 


Galileo 


any dialogue with ecclesiastical ‘types. 
Feeling the exhilaration of reason, without the 
tensions imposed by faith, they set in motion 
what we now call the modern scientific era. 


Two men symbolized the shift, Nicolas 
Copernicus and Rene Descartes. Copernicus 
concluded that the sun and not the earth was 
the center of our universe. Earth was not king 
after all. It was just a planet spinning dizzily 
around the sun. 


Now since the previous thought systems 
upon which the church built a rational basis 
for faith, held the old idea, it came as a shock 
to find out otherwise. It seemed to falsify the 
position for faith and unseat too much the 
basis of religion. 


HENCE THE Galileo case where church 
authority suppressed his espousal of the 
Copernican position. Rather than dialogue, 
the world of the church and science squared 
off in confrontation, an attitude ultimately far 
more destructive than the Protestant- 
Catholic cleavage. For here the battle is 
between faith and reason itself. 


Descartes, though remaining a Catholic, 
provided a second aspect to the shift. He saw 
how valuable mathematics was to the new 
science. He applied the same to philosophy. 


This moved him to a position of approach- 
ing reality with methodical doubt. By such 
doubting, the person is moved to seek visible 
proof for what one wants to hold as certain.

An original thinker and 
scientist pursuing truth

Galileo Galilei had the misfortune of being 
an original thinker and scientist in an age 
when originality was suspect and science was 
so tied in with the prevailing philosophy 
system that to question accepted ideas was to 
lay oneself open to the charge of at least 


intellectual heresy. Galileo risked this in his 
dedicated pursuit of truth, and he suffered for 
it. 

Galileo was not only scientist of the time to 
propose revolutionary ideas. Nicolas Copern- 
icus (1473-1543), seriously proposed a sun- 
centered universe in which planet earth 
revolved on its own axis and also around the

His prison sentence was suspended, but he 
lived under virtual house arrest in Florence, 
where slowly he went blind. He died on Jan. 8, 
1642. 


The “Galileo Incident” has been a cause 
celebre ever since, grist for the mills of the 
church’s foes. The question of infallibility was 
never at issue. Nevertheless, the damage was 
done and it drove an unfortunate and 
imaginary wedge between the church and the 
scientific establishment for centuries.

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‘Baby’ Weaver mother sues 
abortionist for $17 million

SANTA ANA—As the de- 
fense case began in the 
murder trial of Dr. William 
Waddill here, the mother of 
the aborted child he is ac- 
cused of killing filed suit 
against Waddill for $17 

_ million. 


The suit claims negli- 
gence, breach of medical 
professional obligation, 
medical. malpractice, as- 
sault and battery and 
wrongful death of Baby 
Weaver, which took place in 
March 1977 in Westmin- 
ster Hospital. 


IT IS claimed that the 
baby’s mother “would not 
have consented to an abor- 
tion had she been properly 
advised of the state of her 
pregnancy” and that she 


was never “advised.of the 
possibility that she would 
give birth to a living per- 
son.” 


The murder case against 
Waddill alleges that he 
strangled the aborted baby 
because it lived after abor- 
tion by saline method. The 
mother, Mary Weaver, 18, 
of Huntington Beach, con- 
tends in her suit that 
Waddill told her she was in 
her 22nd week of preg- 
nancy, not the 31st as the 
testimony at the trial has 
indicated. 


The case against Waddill, 
led by Deputy District 
Attorney Robert Chatterton, 
was Closed last week after 
six weeks of testimony from 
10 witnesses. The case has 
attracted large crowds, and 
the courtroom has been

The diaconate directors 
said that ‘‘the spirit of 
justice requires that both 
men and women have the 
freedom to respond to the 
call of Orders.” 


In a resolution passed 
unanimously at the annual 
meeting of the National 
Association of Permanent 
Diaconate Directors, held 
in San Diego Feb. 28-March 
2, the directors said that the 
Catholic Theological So- 
ciety of America, the Canon 
Law Society of America and 
the Catholic Biblical Asso- 
ciation have urged such a 
change in church policy.

HEW to open office for 
non-public schools | 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
President Jimmy Carter has 
directed the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare to open an Office 
for Non-public Schools. 


‘The Administration also 
asked Congress for legisla- 
tive changes which, when 
coupled with administra- 
tive. changes within HEW, 
could more than double the. 
amount of federal edu- 
cation aid going to students 
in non-public schools. 


SECRETARY OF. Health, 
Education and Welfare 
Joseph Califano said these 
measures would increase 


aid by insuring that private ° 


school students get their 
fair share of such aid, which 
they have been denied in 
the past. 


Califano said the new 
Office for Non-public 
Schools in the U.S. Office of 
Education “will coordinate 
all federal education pro- 
grams which call for the 
participation of private 
school students. 


“It will also obtain infor- 
mation about the level of 
non-public student parti- 
cipation in federally funded 
education programs and 
process complaints.” 


HE SAID the Office of 
Education has already 
“established a much more 
precise and systematic 
complaint process” and will 
“make sure that qualified 
representatives of private 


schools-are placed on 
educational advisory com- 
mittees.” 


Both Carter in his annual 
education message and 
Califano in congressional 
testimony repeated their 
opposition to tuition tax 
credits for parents of child- 
ren in non-public ele- 
mentary and secondary 
schools. 


But both said they were 
committed to helping non- 
public school students 
through federal programs: 
aimed at disadvantaged 
children in all schools. 


The administration’s 
overall education funding 
proposals call for the larg- 
est increase in federal 
spending in more than a 
decade, an overall increase 
of 24 percent. 


CARTER SAID he wants to 
use federal funds to help 
teach the basics of reading, 
writing and arithmetic. He 
also said he wants to target 
federal aid on needy stu- 
dents. 


Carter said “non-public 
schools, particularly paro- 
chial gchools, are an impor- 
tant part of our diverse 
educational system. | am 


committed to doing all that - 


the Constitution allows to 
insure students in private 
schools benefit from fed- 
eral programs.” 


About 75 percent of non- 
public school students 
attend Catholic schools. 


Bill restricting abortions ~ 
passed by Ohio city council 


AKRON, Ohio (NC)— 
Opponents of abortion won 
a first-round victory Feb. 28 
when the Akron City Coun- 
cil approved an ordinance 
to regulate legal abortions. 


The ordinance, which if 
signed by Mayor John 
Ballard will be -one of the 
most restrictive abortion 
laws in the country, would 


. prohibit most abortions 


after 24 weeks of preg- 
nancy and require that the 
mother be informed about 
the consequences of the 
procedure on herself and 
the fetus. 


Ballard, who supports the 


U.S. Supreme Court abor- . 


tion decisions, has not. 
indicated whether he will 

sign or veto the measure. 
Supporters of the ordi- 

nance say there is a “a fifty- 

fifty chance” the mayor will 

approve it. 


While the ordinance 
applies only to Akron’s four 
abortion clinics, it could 


_ have a broader impact. 


Supporters said lawmakers 
in other cities are planning 
to introduce measures 
similar to the Akron or- 
dinance.

Four married 
men and four married women, each a 
writer of some note in the religious press, 
were approached by Father Burtchaell 
and asked to write on one aspect of 
matrimony. 


The introduction to each of the eight 
chapters is written by the spouse of that 


author. And who could do it better? 


Eugene Geissler writes about the 
children who turn a loving husband and 
wife into, hopefully, loving and wise 
mother and father. Sally Cunneen looks at 
what women’s liberating effects have done 
to the feminine point of view about 
marriage. 


And so it goes. Each author has 
something to contribute about the state of 
matrimony as a vocation, a way of life, a 
ministry. When you finish the book, go 
back and read Father Burtchaell’s first 
chapter all over again and you'll be 
amazed at what the celibate author has to 
offer about marriage. 


It’s that sort of book, full of wisdom, 
common sense and the aura of wonder 
that simply does surround every happy 


’ marriage. Recommended.

New religious books promise 
good reading in months ahead 


There is a lot of good 
reading available in reli- 
gious books published 
recently and in those to 
appear in the remaining 
weeks of winter and in the 
coming spring. 


One example is “Stories 
of God: An Unauthorized 
Biography” (Thomas More 
Association), by Father 
John Shea. It is not to be 
read while munching a 
sandwich at a lunch count- 
er. Taken slowly, though, 
and in a quiet setting, it will 
be highly rewarding, for 
Father Shea succeeds in 
his aim to deepen and 
broaden readers’ under- 
standing of both the re- 
vealed and the man-made 
stories depicting God.

reading is that of F.J. 
Sheed, whose new book is 
called “Christ in Eclipse” 
(Sheed Andrews and -Mc- 
Neel, Inc.). 


In the vigorous fashion 
for which he is well known, 
Sheed contends that if the 
events of Jesus’ life have 
not effected changes in our 
lives, we need to pause and 
reflect. To overcome iner- 
tia, he asserts, Christians 
should remember what 
their church is about. 


In both the inspirational 
and the biographical cate- 
gories is “Servant of Love” 


(Harper and Row), an ac- 
count of the career of 
Mother Teresa, world re- 
nowned for her work among 
the poor of Calcutta, India. 


FATHER Edward Le Joly, 
the author, was for 20 
years, spiritual director of 
the Missionaries of Charity, 
the order which Mother 
Teresa founded. 


Another name laden with 
promise, that of John Gard- 
ner, appears as author of 
“On Moral Fiction” (Basic 
Books, Inc.), a critique of 
current literature. 


Gardner, an author of 
best-seller novels, attacks 
recent fiction as suffering 
most of all from a plain 
failure of morality. Moral 
fiction, he believes, is 
fiction that attempts to test 
human values, not for the 
purpose of preaching or 
peddling a particular ideo- 
logy, but in a truly honest 
and open-minded effort to 
find what best promotes 
human fulfillment.
